For some inexplicable 
reason Mrs. Grant declined to accept the generous 
offer, though the General was willing. She wrote a 
very curt note to the railway, king daclining per- 
emptorily, and so the matter ends.

‘THE PRESIDENT'’S TOWER. 

- When Mr. CLEVPLAND spoke last summer of 
the Presidential office as one devolving execu- 
tive duty rather than legislative responsibility 
on the incumbent, the Republican organs were 
shocked that a candidate for that office should 
need to be informed of the veto power and of the 
appointing power, which together enable a de- 
termined President to exercise such a mighty 
influence over press, politicians and Con- 
gressmen. The Blaine idea was that these pow- 
ers make of the President a legislative autocrat 
whose views must determine all questions of 
public policy and’ impress themselves upon 
every phase of legislation. N 

It was just this sort of executive dictatorship 
in politics and legislation that Mr. CLEVELAND 
expurgated from his definition of the Presiden- 
tial functions when he spoke of them as simply 
executive and clearly specified law. 
He ignored neither the veto power nor 
the privilege of advocating measures in his 
messages, but he evidently intended to make 
it clear that he would perform this part of 
his duties with the modest deference due 
from the Executive to Congress, without at- 
tempting to coerce politicians or control legis- 
lation with the lever of patronage, and that he 
would aim to serve the country by attending 
strictly to executive business rather than to 
politics—by giving us a clean, faithful, vigilant 
and efficient administration of the laws in every 
ramification of the service. rather than by es- 
saying the role of a great political boss, a sort 
of American Bismarck, ruling the caucus, 
browbeating the people's representatives and 
bullying the world. 

That sort of thing we escaped by defeating 
BLAIxE. It springs from a mischievous mis- 
conception of the Presidential office and 
tends to a radical perversion of its 
powers and opportunities. It has re- 
sulted in nothing but a miserable bossism 
demoralizing to politics and utterly unworthy 
of the Presidential dignity. We have had 
more than enough of it in Republican adminis- 
trations since the war, and it has ruined those 
who most relied on it. Presidential recom- 
mendations treated with contempt, appoint- 
ments rejected and vetoes overruled by the 
votes of the party in Congress, and, finally, 
fatal antagonisms within the party, have re- 
sulted from this system of using the Presiden- 
tial authority and the influence of 100,000 office- 
holders to control nominations and elections. 
The idea that a President, intrusted by free 
election with a power wielded by no modern 
King, should use it to coerce the Legislature, 
to control elections in the interest of one party, 
to dictate the choice of his successor, to estab- 
lish the despotism of a dynasty, is at war with 
the genius of our institutions, and therefore it 
has failed disastrously. What freedom would 
remain to us if the rule of the officeholders 
could. maintain itself against the will of the 
people ~ 

If Mr. Cleveland is wise enough to take the 
more scrupulous view of his exalted power, 
and strong enough to emancipate it from this 
degrading machine service, he will consummate 
a grand reform by which the credit of his 
party, as well as the morale of our whole 
political life, will be greatly elevated and 
strengthened.

GOVERNOR MARMADUKE, 


His Policy Freely Outlined in an Inter- 
view. 
From the Sunday Globe-Democrat. 

“I shall go up to Jefferson City to-morrow night, 
and will be inaugurated Governor of Missouri on 
Monday at noon, It is my desire that the cere- 
monies which custom has rendered common in 
connection with an inauguration be made as simple 
as possible. I have courteously refused the tender 
of several militia companies to do escort duty on 
that occasion, and for the sole reason that I do not 
believe that the military force of the State or nation 
should ever confound itself with the civic power. 
Understand me, when I say that I favor the highest 
development of the militia. A State should always 
be within the law, and Missouri is to-day, but then 
unforeseen troubles may arise, and when the civil 
force is not able to control, then the citizen 
soldiery must be called out. I do not hesitate to 
say that in my inaugural message I shall urge 
strongly material State aid for the militia, even to 
the extent of their having to perform actual 
soldier's duty in the field. By that I mean a practi- 
cal encampment on regular army rations and 
under regular army discipline. That will 
make soldiers out or them should 
Missouri ever need them. As to my appointments 
I would first say that I am glad Police Commis- 
sioners Caruth and Lutz have tendered ae resig- 
nations and that they have been accepted by Gov- 
ernor Crittenden. On that subject I have nothing 
further to say except that at the meeting of the 
Senate next Tuesday I shall send in the names of 
four Police Commissioners. I shall also send in my 
nominees for Insurance Commissioners, Tobacco 
Inspector, Adjutaut General and Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics. As to the positions of Warden of 
the Penitentiary and Coal Oil Inspector for St. 
Louis, I will say to you bonestly that I have not as 
yet made up my mind, and I will take time to con- 
sider further before filling those very important 
places.
